Mr. Buckwalter 
served 


the company in the capacity of a ma- 
chinist forty-one years, and no man 
ever served more competently and 
faithfully than he. 
In addit;on to 


excellent capabilities in the mechan- 
ical line Mr. Buckwalter possesses at- 
tributes which have made him one of 
the best of fellows and popular with 
his fellow shopmen. 
He was born 


in Philadelphia October 18, 1831, and 
lived in that city until he arrived at 
the age of twenty-nine, when he came 
to this city to reside. 
At sixteen 


years of age Mr. Buckwalter entered 
the shops of the Baldwin Locomotive 
company as an apprentice, and wnr 
thus employed five years. 
Then lie 


worked for the company eight years 
as a journeyman machinist and came 
here in the fall of 1860 and entered 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago shops November 8 of that year. 
He is a remarkably well preserved 
man, having the appearance of a per- 
son not over fifty-five, and is capa- 
ble of doing a good day's work yet.

Boone was 
the general foreman, of the machan* 
ical department and William Wad- 
dington was general foreman of the 
car department. 
There were just 


140 men on the shop pay rolls then;

Fort Wayne Company Has All Pump-

the Brooklyn during the war with 
Spain. 


After him came n number of junior 


ofiicers who served oil the Brooklyn 
titling that campaign. As usual, be- 
foro any cf the new witnesses were 
summoned, a number of former wit- 
wesses were called for the purpose of 
correcting their former testimony. 


It lias been the 
intention of Ad- 


miral Schley's counsel to propound 
yesterday a number of questions to 
the court which it was proposed' by 
tho counsel to the witnesses for tho 
purpose of determining to what ex- 
tent Admiral Sampson's connection 
with the present inquiry could be 
joue into, and it was aiot decided un- 
til tho beginning of the afternoon 
session to withhold the questions. 


This decision was then reached 


largely because it was believed that 
the information intended to be elic- 
ited by the questions could be secur- 
ed in a move direct and certain way 
by Lieutenant McC.iulley's testimony 
regarding sign tils on July 3rd. 


WILL GO INTO IT. 


The questions which had been for- 


mulated, for presentation previous to 
Mr. McCaulley's taking- the stand, 
related principally to the movements 
of Admiral Sampson's flagship, the 
New York, on July 3, the day of the 
battle off Santiago, and especially to 
the signals of that day directing the 
fleet to disregard the flagship's move- 
ments.

The first of yesterday's witnesses

cused, Lieutenant Commander Griffin 
was called.

given publicity in a London court.

Daisy Adams, a mere child, wearing 
a red Tani O'Shunter cap, anti with 
tier hear in curls hanging down her 
shoulders. She testified that she was 
enticed to London under the promise 
of being taught music. 


Laura Jackson continued to con- 


duct the case for the defense. 
SIw 


was clothed in a soiled, draggled 
white silk toga. 
The woman evi- 


dently had a powerful influence over 
;he girl, Adams, and leaned over the 
duck and gazed fixedly at the wit- 
ness, evidently with the hope of in- 
;imidating'her or of re-establishing 
ler hypnotic influence. But the girl 
'rustmted the effort by turning her 
back to the female prisoner and look- 
ng at the judge. Then, tiring1 of her 
efforts, Mrs. Jackson demanded a 
chnir, and, seating herself in a cor- 
ner of the dock, interrupted tha wit- 
ness with irrelevant questions and 
objections until the court ordered her 
;o desist. 


hB testimony, which was of the 


vilest character, related to th'e in- 
dignities which the witness suffered 
at tlie hands of the male prisoner 
while she was a ueopbite of the Theo- 
cratic "Unity, under tlio promise that 
she would become a reincarnation of 
the Virgin Unry. The witness testi- 
fied that she was so fully under the 
prisoner's influence at the time that 
sho believed his claims of divine, 
mrentage. Revolting practices wcrs 
exercised both when they were alone 
and in the presence of Mrs. Jackson. 


At the close of the morning session 


Mrs. Jackson demanded of the court 
tho return of the money taken from 
the prisoners by the authorities when 
they were arrested, but the court re- 
fused to grant her request.. 


Mrs. Jacksou also referred to Will- 


iam T. Stead's recent repudiation r-f 
any knowledge of. the 
prisoners, 


called 'him "that redoubtable pro- 
Boer" and said Detective Inspector 
Kane possessed a half-dozen, letters 
which had been written by Mr. Stead 
to the accused. 


Daisy Adams spent the day on the 


witness stand, detailing Jackson's 
nets of misconduct and Mrs. Jack- 
son's urging her to consent to his 
wishes, as he was the "son of God nnd 
would not hurt her."
